P. J. Dw.ver. in whose honor a birthday dinner was 
given Satnrda.v evening, paiii a high tribute to James 
Rowe and James MeLaiighlin. bis former trainer and 
Jockey. “I will never forget them, nor their ser- 
vices to me,” he said. "'Their honesty was never 
(luestioiied. Their loyalty will not he forgotten by 
men who know the temiitations of the turf.

While in the sling 
he lived on green corn and unisli. No heavy grain 
that might liave given him trouble to digest was 
fed ami in each ration of green foixl he got a dose 
of medicine calcnlateil to make his liver and kidneys 
lierfonn their regular functions. 

Mr. Gardner declined to have Statesman shot after 
his lireakclowu Ix-cause he had saved a horse in worse 
condition that he was then at Giitti-nberg in 1892. 
Hawkstone was Hie iianie ot the horse in iiuestioii. 
Hawkstoiie injured himself so hadly in his shall one 
<lay that it loukeil as though three of his four legs 
were lindteii. The horse’s owner set out to find a 
gun with which to put him out of his misery. 
Gardner Intervened.

THE NEW TARIFF REGULATIONS, 



Washington. D. C.. -\ugnst 23. — New treasury 
regulations drawn in conformity with the new tariff 
act iirovide that certificates entitling them to re- 
entry into the Fnited States duty free will be sui>- 
plied for liorses and other animals taken into Canada 
and Mexico for racing or exhibition purposes. This 
will iH'iiiiit the return witlioiit tax of American rac- 
ing staliles sent to the Camidian tracks, provided the 
proiier certificate is first olitaiiied and that the re- 
entry is ill comiiliaiiee with the other customs regu- 
lations. Nothing is (xnitained in the new regula- 
tions, however, regarding .Vmerican race horses sent 
to Europe. I’nder the old law such animals could 
he brought into the United States again without pay- 
ing duty, on the ground that they were American- 
bred. But this cannot be done under a rigid inter- 
liretation ot the new law. Tlie treasury deiiartmeiit 
is not disiiosed to be rigid, however. Wlien asked 
about the matter today, the acting secretary of the 
treasnv.v, J. B. Reynolds, said that the department 
would lie disposed to Interpret the law liberally in. 
regard to .\meriean race horses taken to Euroiie when 
the old law was in force, and their owners aiitiei- 
paled no ditticnlty alxmt re-entering them. The 
tariff tax on horses is $30 a liead for those valued 
at less than $1.">0 and twenty-five per cent, ad va- 
lorem for those valued liiglier. If the owners of ani- 
mals now abroad establish that the.v are .Vmericaii- 
bred, tliey iiroliably will lie allowed to re-enter them 
free. Hereafter it wmild seem to tie necessary to 
obtain extension of the regulation regarding Canada 
ami .Mexico to cover race horses sent to Euroiie be- 
fore horses m.'iy be sent to English and French 
courses without the iuqiosltkm of heavy additional 
expi’iise. The same liolds good as to horses and 
other animals intended for exhibition at horse shows, 
fairs. cx|>ositioiis, etc. Tliis provision of the law was 
drawn to prevent free entry ot ,\merican cattle whicli 
liad lieen driven over the Canadian and Mexican 
iKirilers for Imig periotls of grazing in those countries, 
free entry for them later being claimed on the 
ground that they wore .\merican-lirod.
